EVERY STATEMENT ISSUED AND SIGNED BY OUR OFFICIALS 


Ellis, Walker and Blake, and Dale’s motion that the “police be ordered to 


attend to their own business, and refrain from ‘doing politics’ ”’, was greeted 


HAS BEEN DRAFTED BY OUR PUBLICITY COMMITEE, AND READ T9O|by derisive laughter by this majority, and disregarded. 


EITHER A MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OR TO A 
GENERAL MEETING. Everything published is the result of our earnest en 
deavor to express in writing the sentiments and ideas of those citizens and 
taxpayers with whom we come in contact. So far as is humaniy possible, we 
are striving to make our criticisms and suggestions constructive and for the 
betterment of our home town. 

Nearly three years ago a majority of our voters registered themselves 
as in favor of incorporation, and a City Council was elected to hold office 
until th enext general election, in April, 1928. That Council consisted of 
Messrs. Blake, Ellis, Harcom, Brown, and Heltzel, and you who were in touch 
with civic affairs during that period will remember the “squabble” between 
Harcom and Blake over who should be named as “Mayor”. The first public 
meeting of the Council held in the Masonic Hall, when Dr. Blake was elected 
as pr®siding official, was mild compared with subsequent meetings and there 
was constant street bickering and criticising indulged in by certain members 
of the Council and their friends. Very little of any importance was accomp- 
lished during this period, and when the April election came, it was evident 
that the people believed that a change was necessary because after a heated 


campaign three new men were elected, (Weeden, Dale and Walker). 


Weeden, who was “high man” was endorsed for the post of “Mayor” hy 


many citizens, but Blake evidently felt that he should retain the office, and 
made another hot fight, but Weeden was elected. 

There was some appearance of progress made during the first few 
months of this administration, but, before any definite, permanent legislation 
of importance had been passed, the Council again divided. 

Differences between Councilmen eventually made the Council meetings 
the butt of public ridicule. The following quotation from the Palo Alto Times 
of December 28, 1928, expressed the general attitude of the pubiic who attend- 
ed the meetings: 

“THE COUNCIL CHAMBER AT MENLO PARK BECOMES MORE AND 
MORE OF A BURLESQUE SHOW-HOUSE AS ONE SESSION AFTER AN- 
OTHER PROVES BUT ANOTHER ACT IN THE POLITICAL COMEDY OF 
ERRORS INTO WHICH THE MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS OF THE TOWN HAVE 
BECOME TRANSLATED”. 


During this period the Council resolved itself into a majority of three 


and minority of two with the majority giving every evidence of trying to 


“harpoon” Dale and Weeden. Ellis, who had un-seated Weeden as Mayor, by 
his own vete and that of Walker and Blake, sided with these two against 
Weeden and Dale in vote after vote. 

Seme of the things over which there were marked differences of opinion, 
and which Weeden and Dale opposed, were the Zoning Ordinance which was 
ready for adoption a year ago, and which would have been of benefit to the 


City, but which was “tabled” by the votes of Ellis, Walker and Blake . The 


salary of the Chief of Police was doubled, and one after another a policeman 
added to the force, removed and another appointed, until Menlo Park had a 
police department of four uniformed men, at a salary expense of $650 per 
month. A motoreycle was purchased, and later on an auto, for them to rides 
around in. Building inspector Smith was summarily “fired” and_ three 
members of the Planning Commision were arbitrarily removed without a hear- 
ing (Mrs. Cooper, Miss Gale and Fred Metcalf were “fired” and Frank 
Johnson and Dennis O'Keefe resigned). 

The majority (Ellis, Walker and Blake) argued and voted repeatedly 
for the Stanford Park street program which they evidently were determined 
to “ram” through. 

lt was reported that caucuses of the majority “bloc”, were repeatedy 
held, and a program agreed upon and presented at meeting after meeting, and 
the suggestions and motions of Weeden and Dale were disregarded, 


Every action of the Police Department was endorsed and supported by 


Committee 


At meeting after meeting such tactics and antics were indulged in until 
we became the “laughing stock” of our neighbors, and it is very apparent that 
We were not getting anywhere. 

We have been incorporated for 28 months and therefore our two City 
Councils have held approximately 56 regular meetings, and in addition a 


number of special meetings, and we have but little to show for it. 

We shall endeavor to briefly state the situation as it appears to our 

group. 
STREETS: We are informed that the majority members of the Council have 
appropriated and OK’d bills for practically $3,000. which has been spent in 
“plugging up” a few holes and in scattering coarse gravel over the surface of 
some of our streets. RIDE OVER THEM AND SEE THE RESULTS. This 
money spent by a man who knows his business, would have made a big im- 
provement in many of our streets. 

This majority (Ellis, Walker and Blake) refused to allow the property 
owners en Cambridge to improve that street at their own cost, over a year 
ago. That work would have met their requirements for several years and the 
same plan could undoubtedly have been proceeded with in all other parts of 


the City, where desired. 


, Sponsored by Ellis, Walker and Blake and the City Engineer (County Surveyor 
George Kneese), and for weeks representatives of the Paving Company 
were attempting to secure signatures to support their arbitrary procedure.

Our sentiment is that we should elect Councilmeen who have the ability and 
the willingness to work with the Fire District Commissioners to the end that 
Menlo Park may continue to recieve the protection and service that now exists. 
WATER: One of the vital requirements for any city is its water suppy, both 
for domestic use and for fire protection, and the solution of this serious problem 
is one of the live issues in thee entire Peninsula, and we believe that Menlo 
Park should be represntd by mn big enough to receive the respect and co- 
operation of the men appointed by other districts. We shall request that our 
new City Council appoint a citizens committee to be compesed of the strongest 
men we have among our residents to act as an Advisory Committee in this 
matter. We shall also urge that our City Council at once proceed with a survey 
and study that will show us the exact situation regarding the location, size and 
condition of the pipe system, and what imprevements and extensions are 
necessary and possible. 

LIGHTING: In addition to the Sanitary District and the Fire District we are 
a part of a Special Lighting District, in which we have an investment ‘and some 
responsibilities. 

Eventually we may face a re-adjustment of this condition, but in the 
meantime we should work to secure for our City everything we need and are 
legitimately entitled to. 

POLICE PROTECTION: Every City in California has police officers employed 


1o aftord its residents the service and protection provided by law, but we do 


not believe there is a City in California with the limited area and the small 
population of Menlo Park that employ four policemen. 

We are of the opinion that there is no justification for more than three 
policemen, each serving a full eight hour shift, and we further believe that each 
one of the three should be a policman and perform patrol duty. The City 


Council may give one of these policemen the title of “Chief ot Police”, but that 


| honorary ‘itie must not relieve him from doing full patrol work. 


In a City of the Sixth Class, one of the Council may be destynated as 
fomreissioner f£ Police, etc. but that does not give nim any more authority nor 


joes it relieve the ohter members of the Board from responsibility. Of course

FOR AN IMMEDIATE SOLUTION OF THESE PROBLEMS: 

SEWERS: The corporate limits of Menlo Park are apart of a Sanitary District 
which comprises part of Atherton and considerable un-incorporated territory, 
and we have all been paying assessments fer a long time, but cannet see that 
eur sewage problems are being taken care of. We therefore want Councilmen 


who will proceed without further loss of time to ascertain what our status is 


and what steps can be taken to adequately provide for our health and Sanita- 
tion. 

FIRE PROTECTION: Another very vital department of modern city building is 
its protection from fire. In this respect Menlo Park is extremely fortunate be- 
| cause of the excellence of our Fire Department.
